Attached is a directive entitled "Policy Relating
to MOL Astronauts'", which is applicable to the selection,
training, and operational use of Department of Defense
MOL astronauts. This policy is designed to reduce risk
to program security and negate the possibility of any
international incident unfavorable to the United States

Government.

I consider this directive to be an important
interpretation of national policies related to the mattex
